Other Objections. 


“Tilden thinks the Foreign Legion, if the pele is 
adopted, should go abroad in May and stick to the 
bitter end.

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LOWDEN WINS IOWA. 


The seed which Governor LOWDEN 
has been sowing in the Middle West 
had. an. early sprouting in Iowa on 
Saturday. From the results of. the 
county: election of delegates to the 
Republican State Convention it is 
clear that he has an overwhelming 
majority and, will doubtless: get a 
delegation to Kansas City from Iowa 
instructed to vote for him, Secre- 
tary Hoover-had’ a few scattered 
successes in Iowa, but not enough to 
affect the: general result, which is 
@ sweeping. victory for Governor 
LOWDEN. This will be taken as bear- 
ing out, by so much, the prediction 
that the hostility to Mr. Hoover in 
the farming States,. which has so 
often found, expression, would be 
found not to. haye abated. 

By this early demonstration of his 
strength in Iowa, Governor LOWDEN 
will undoubtedly be helped in his 
campaign in Illinois. Already his 
opponents in his own State are show- 
ing signs. of nérvous apprehension. 
The reports are that a powerful 
movement: against, the . domination 
of Mayor THOMPSON and Governor 
SMALL is being organized, and has 
the po ot of influential citizens. 
This will be dértain’ to ‘aid the Low- 
den candidacy in Minois, if only by 
demoralizing. those ‘opposed to it. 
One plain sign that even the hitherto 
cocksure Mayor of Chicago is flus- 
tered may be seen in his announce- 
ment)that he will instruct his party 
machine in the city. to elect delegates 
to the Republican National Conven- 
tion instructed to “draft ” President 
Cootiper, -That looks, as if Mayor 
THOMPSON were.trying to take ref- 
uge under the shadow of a mighty 
name. But he is about the last man 
one. would think of.as chosen to lead 
a great uprising im order to bring 
about another nomination of Mr, 
CooLipgz. It would be noisy “Big 
Brit” taking charge of the silent 
man of the White House. It would

FOURTEENTH AND WALL. 


Mayor WALKER was at pains to 
tell. his Winston-Salem hosts that 
New York City was not “made up 
of Broadway. and Wall Street.” Add 
Tammany. Hall, and the familiar 
metropolitan triptych would be com- 
plete. Travelers frequently observe 
that geographical details fade out 
as they grow more remote, and the 
starker,-details emerge.

Yet it was only the other day.that 
Controller Berry published the re- 
port of his advisers. They did not 
seem unduly hostile to the city’s 
purposes, even though somie o7 them 
are supposed ‘to know their way 
about downtown. And if Wall Street 
needs a character witness still closer 
to Fourteenth, it has only to sum- 
mon Mr. UNTERMYER, who recently 
paid official tribute to the “fine

WHAT INTERESTS EVERYBODY. 


- Shutting his eyes and his mouth 
on prohibition, Senator REED of Mis- 
souri is trying to get himself nomi- 
nated for President on the issue of 
Mr. TILDEN’S campaign in 1876. In 
1924 the country paid no heed to the 
corruption that began in Mr. Hakp- 
ING’s Administration. It declined 
to hold Mr. CooLipee responsible for 
the weakness. of his predecessor. 
Mr. REED is piping to. people who 
will not dance. He dodges the issue 
that would stir both Democrats and 
Republicans, careless of outworn 
patter and the evocation of old 
phantoms. Former Postmaster Gen- 
eral BURLESON, commenting on the 
Senator’s speech at) Dallas, puts his 
finger on the sore spot: 

How often do you hear any one 
speak of the Administration’s turn- 
ing over of Government instrumen- 
talities to the tools of big business? 
Not once a week. We do, however, 
every day hear some one talk of 
the inefficiency and failure of the 
Voilstead act. 


That is what people are talking 
about everywhere... That is what 
most candidates are afraid to talk 
about. From the Republican aspir- 
ants come ofily the expected plati- 
tudinous adhesion to the Eighteenth 
Amendment and enforcement of the 
law. They are all stand-patters. 
They cling to the status quo. Swal- 
low. Volsteadism and say as little 
about it as-you can.. That is the 
Republican position. It is a policy 
of moral dishonesty and fear. Here 
is a monstrous evil. Leave it alone. 
Is any. help to be expected from the 
Democrats? Will they screw their 
courage to the sticking-point and 
take up manfully the prime ques- 
tion in the thouglits and on the lips 
of the. people? Would Governor 
RiTcHig or Governor SMITH, for 
instance; consent to be nominated 
on a platform which does not sus- 
tain straightforwardly and clearly 
his honest opinions on: prohibition? 

Party divisions and realignments 
might follow. The result cannot be 
foreseen. What is certain is that 
the Democratic Party would have a 
living and powerful issue. Plain 
dealing would appeal to millions who 
are sicker every day of the con- 
gregation of -hypocrites ‘into which 
prohibition has turned so many poli- 
ticians and both political parties. 


TWO CASES OF REGULATION. 


In refusing to ,permit.the Long 
Island ‘ Railroda@® to“ increase its 
commutation rates by 20 per cent. 
the Transit Commission depended 
largely upon what it called a faulty 
presentation of the case. ‘The de- 
mand for higher fares has been 
pressed ‘for three years. But in all 
that time, according to “Commis- 
sioner GODLEY, the railroad has never 
clearly presented figures showing 
the exact’ revenue from conmimuter 
travel, and its relation to the entire 
financial structure of the company. 
Until that is done, permission to 
increase rates within the territory 
under the jurisdiction of the Transit 
Commission will be denied. A State 
Commission may take “a different 
view as.regards the operation of 
the Long Island Railroad: outside 
New York City.

THE RURAL SCHOOL, 


It. was fitting that at the great 
teachers’ meeting in Boston, where 
15,000 superintendents, © principals, 
teachers and others are gathered to- 
day, first attention was given to the 
rural school. “There*is both histori- 
cal and sentimental reason for this: 
It ‘was. in: the ‘village and country 
school that \ the institutions which 
are dominantly and uniquely Amer- 
ican had*their early nurture. Every 
national educational meeting ‘should 
begin with a grateful backward look 
to..the.little one-room schoolhouse 
and with proud recognition of what 
it gave to the making of this Re- 
public.. But it should then turn -to 
see whether those who.depend upon 
the rural schools for their education 
have their fair chance by the side 
of the city boy and girl. | Nature 
offers so many teachings inher own 
out-of-doors in thé fields, the trees, 
the winds, the skies, that the coun- 
try school. child has an advantage 
over the child shut..in.by the walls 
of a city. ._But that advantage dis- 
appears at the schoolhouse door, for 
the reason that the teacher inside 
has not had the training for her 
work which the city teacher has 
had. .There are noteworthy excep- 


tions but they are rare, women— 


and:they are almost all women in 
this generation—of unusual natural 
gifts, born teachers, who know as if 
by instinct how to teach and who 
teach for the love of it, at wholly 
inadequate. salaries. 

It is estimated that there are still 
about 12,000,000 children in strictly 
rural schools, Arid ‘about 40 per 
cent. of .these—in round .numbers 
nearly ‘4,750,000—are in one-teacher 
schools, of which there are 150,000. 
This would make an average enrol- 
ment of 33. In the State of New 
York in 1925 there were still 
more than 7,000 such schools, and 
of that number nearly half (3,000) 
had an average attendance of 10 
or less, and over 600 with 5 or less 
(about 15 having only 1). Recent 
steps have been taken to eliminate, 
through consolidation of districts, 
these schools *of such low atten- 
dance. This being done, the rural 
child. might have an educational ad- 
vantage, if the ‘teacher were well 
prepared. One of the speakers at 
the Boston conference, the President 
of a State Teachers’ College in Mis- 
souri, contrasted the training and 
compensation of the. country and 
city teacher in this brief summary: 

The teacher in the rural school 
gets $750 a year and a city teacher 
$1,900. The one has a year of ex- 

perience without. supervision and 
the ‘other has five years of .ex- 
perience with supervision, THe 
one teacher is a high school gradu- 
ate and the other a college grad- 
uate... The rural school has a 
library of 100 books ‘and the city 
school has a library of 5;000 books. 

While these quantitative factors— 
salaries, years of training and books 
in the school librariesdo not alone 
furnish the indices of successful 
teaching, they do suggest that, other 
things being equal, the rural school 
and so ‘the country’ child are not 
fairly dealt) with. Attention was
